The leading prov isions of the act re­ 
garding im m ature fruit are as follows: 
“ It shall b e unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to sell or offer for 
sale, or to ship, or offer for shipment, 
any nav el oranges which are im m ature 
within the m eaning of this act. 
“For t.ne purposes of this act, nav el 
oranges shall b e deemed to b e im m a­ 
ture the juice of which does not con­ 
tain solub le solids equal to, or in ex­ 
cess of, eight parts solids to each part 
of acid per cent, the acid to b e cal­ 
culated as* citric acid without w ater 
or crystallization; and nav el oranges 
shall also b e deemed to b e im m ature 
when the surface » 1 the fruit shows 
less than 50 per cent of orange color 
when pickeed from the tree. 
“The sale or offering for sale, or 
the shipm ent or offering for shipm ent 
of im m ature nav el oranges which hav e 
b een colored b y sw eating or other 
m anipulation in such a m anner as to 
deceiv e or mislead the purchaser in 
any particular as to their im m aturity, 
quality or condition, is prohib ited. 
"The sale of nav el oranges in pack­ 
ages or in w rappers b earing any la­ 
b els containing false 
or 
misleading 
statem en ts or designs or dev ices, is 
prohib ited.” 
* 
The test proposed is 
that 
recom ­ 
mended b y the Federal D epartm ent of 
Agriculture and the one that was v ol­ 
untarily ob serv ed b y most of the ship­ 
pers of early fruit 
this 
year. 
The 
good results of this were apparent in 
b etter prices and more genera! satis­ 
faction with the fruit. 
The shipm ent 
of unripe nav els demoralizes the m ar­ 
ket and stirs up prejudice against Cal­ 
ifornia fruit that is hard to ov ercome.
